"When  Abraham  Lincoln,  on  the  l&th  day  of  April, 
J861,  called  for  75,000  militia  for  three  months'  service,  the 
army  of  the  United  States  bud  the  names  of  about  14,000  men 
OS  Us  rolls.  Daring  the  er.suiug  four  yeare.  2,688,523  men 
Were  enlisted  for  the  following  periods  of  time:

Tho  records  of  the  office  of  the  Provost-Marshal-General 
•now  from  what  State,  county  or  town  these  men  came,  and 
•what  became  of  eaoh  one.  These  records  tell  us  that  of  this 
large  number  of  troops,  2,408,103  loft  the  army  alive.  Some  of 
them  deserted ;  a  few  were  dismissed  before  their  term  of 
service  expired;  a  glorious  band  went  home  araless,  legless, 
eyeless,  through  their  patriotic  endoavors  to  save  their  country 
jt'rom  dismemberment.  Hut  the  majority  retained  safe  and 
*f»ivnd  to  the  placo  of  enlistment,  there  to  be  mustered  out  for 
home. 

,  But  280,420  men,  good,  true  and  loyal,  sealed  their  patriot- 
ism with  their  blood.  Death  met  them  ia  every  sbupe.  Over 
tjO.OOOdied  on  the  field  of  battle;  35,000  survived  the  shoes;  of 
the  conflict  only  to  die  of  wounds,  while  181,000  died  of  disease 
tn  tent  or  hospital,  or  by  the  wayside.  To  give  the  exact 
figures.  96,089  died  of  battle  or  of  wounds,  while  184,331  died 
of  disease.  This  proves  that  the  great  mortality  of  war  does 
aiot>«rise  from  the  deadly  bullet.  It  is  the  hardship  ot  the 
campaign,  the  ehange  of  mode  of  life,  the  difference  in'climate, 
that  rolls  np  the  terrible  record  of  dead.  Two  persons  died  of 
(disease  in  this  war  tor  every  one  that  fell  from  an  enemy's 
weupon.  Yet  thiB  percentage  of  disease  is  far  less 
than  that  of  other  countries  and  other  ages.  In  the  Crimean 
var,  seven-eighths  of  the  mortality  of  the  British  troops  during 
tbe  entire  campaign  were  due  to  disease,  and  one-eighth  only 
40  deaths  from  wounds  received  in  action.  In  January,  1655, 
$be  mouth  of  the  greatest  mortality  of  that  campaign,  nintty- 
nea  ptr  cent  of  the  entire  mortality  of  the  British  troops  re- 
■alted  from  disease.  "At  this  rate,"  says  Elliott,  "to  supply 
the  loss  occasioned  merely  by  death,  this  army  would  need  to 
he  replaced  by  a  new  army  of  equal  numbers  once  in  about  tea 
JBOiiths."

From  these  tables  it  appears  that  5,221  officers  and  90,868  en- 
listed men  were  killed  on  tbe  battle-field, or  subsequently  died  of 
their  woundB;  while  2,321  officers  and  182,010  enlisted  men  died 
Of  disease.  So  that  about  one  officer  was  slain  in  battle  for  about 
«»eryl8men;  while  only  one  officer  died  for  every  80  men  in 
the  hospital.  This  excess  of  loss  of  life  among  the  offioer*  in 
battle  ia  partly  due  to  the  faot  that  in  battle  they  are  expected 
to  lead  their  men  on,  and  still  more,  it  may  be,  that  when 
sickness  intervenes  they  have  medicines,  care,  and  nourishing 
food,  that  cironmatances  torbid  to  be  given  to  the  bulk  of  the 
Army. 

The  number  of  white  troops  enlisted  was  almost  exactly 
8,500,000  men;  I  the  number  of  death*  among  them,  251,122,  or 
one  death  out  of  10.  The  number  of  oolorod  troops  was  180,000, 
of  whom  29,298  died,  or  about  one  out  of  six.  The  death  rate  of 
the  colored  troops  wu  therefore  nearly  double  that  of  the 
white ,  but  the  death  rute  from  disease  alone  was  fur  worse  than 
tliis.  Out  of  every  eight  deaths  among  the  whit*  troops,  three 
Uied  on  the  field  of  battle,  and  fire  from  disease.  Out  of  xrery 
aloe  deaths  among  the  blacks,  one  died  on  the  field  of  battle 
and  eight  from  disease.  The  negro,  aa  Slavery  has  left  bim, 
feeble  of  will  and  with  but  little  moral  stamina,  is  less  capable 
than  the  white  man  of  enduring  the  physical  trials  of  the  mili- 
tary services. 

The  above  tables  show  that  the  regular  sorvice  Is  far  safer, 
buth  on  the  battle-field  und  in  the  hospital,  than  the  volunteer 
force.  Out  of  the  same  number  of  troops  of  either  foroe,  seven 
.volunteers  would  die  to  six  regulars;  the  mortality  among  the 
former  was  nearly  15  per  cent  greater  than  among  the  latter.

(army  men  say  she  was  the  real  Mrs.  Corbln),  were 
removed  from  a  grave  on  the  J.  P.  Morgan  estate  at 
Highland  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  relnterred  several  miles 
away  in  a  new  grave  at  West  Point.

Northern  writers  usually  estimate  the  total 
number  of  Confederate  troops  In  the  Civil  War  at 
1,400,000,  based  on  a  population  of^5, 000,000  whites; 
g'outhern  historians  estimate  the  number  at  600,000. 
R.  H.  McKlm  puts  the  total  at  621,800.  On  March 
1  1862  by  Confederate  records,  the  total  was 
3i0  250  Woodrow  Wilson,  In  his  "History  of  the 
American  People,"  put  the  total  at  900.000.  Prof. 
Freeman  H.  Hart  of  Hampton-Sidney  College  fixed 
the  Confederate  total  between. 7.00,000  and  800,000. 

There  were  about  65,000  Confederate  Infantry  and 
artillery  troops  In  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg  (their 
cavalry  did  not  reach  the  place  In  time)  and  a  some- 
what larger  number  of  Union  Army  troops,  probably 
not  more  than  75,000  actual  combatants.
